"Business as usual" is the jloçan 
of the warring cations siarad 
Philip Vineberg, sessional lec'.urer 
in Economics at McGill Univer- 
sity, in an address before the YM. 
H.A. Wednesday Night Forum on 
the "Economics of War." last night 
in the "Y" Ai:d;toi\u.T.. Mr. Vi.-.e- 
berg poi.iied ou". "Jia: the outco.r.e 
of the present war depends noi 
merely on a contest of arms bu". 
also on a contest ol economic 
strength. 

Economic strengih. however, stat- 
ed Mr. Vineberg. must not be eval- 
uated only in terms of money. The 
wealth of a country, i.e., machin- 
ery, natural resources, manpower, 
tools, are part of its economic 
strength. Germany has rr.uch of 
this wealth, and alihouih she has 
little gold it would 'oe a Tr.iiuke :o 
expect a quick collapse on her part. 
Through her exports Germany can 
acquire materials of war. The 
British plan to seize German ex- 
ports i.' successful then Germany 
will be reciuced to dependence on 
her cwti supplies for prosecu :;on 
of the war; then slowly but surely 
she will collapse. 

Limit To Russia's Aid 

There are definite limits to the 
help that Russia can give Germany. 
Such help would necessitate the 
giving of credit to Germany. Rus- 
sia is not likel>' to do this. Then the 
exigencies of the struggle may 
drive Germsny to an Invasion of 
Hungary or Roumania. 

The Allies economically are far 
superior to Germany, but consider 
Britain continued Mr. Vineberg. She 
can store up (iKxi supplies for only 
14 ilays. U the German counter- 
blockade were effective Britain 
would have to tighten her belt. 

Co.sts of War 
The costs of war are enormous, 
the speaker continued. The last war 
cost the belligerent nations $337,-

''An upheaval is quite po?sible, 
but under normal conditions of 
war Germany .«hoiild become 
more and more .«oc,i»!ii!fc on a 
property ba.?ii>," .said Professor 
Bonn last night in his speech in 
Moy.»e Hall on the subject of 
"The Nazi Economy." Profes- 
sor Bonn was introduced by Pro- 
fessor F. Cyril James and wag 
thanked at, the! close of his 
.^per;r:h by P.-incipal and Vice- 
Cii-mcftilor LeTi.~ Douglas. 

Professor Bonn, in discussing th« 
methods by means of which th« 
Nazi government has been fuiancioc 
public works and other govenunen» 
tal projects, said that the meant 
now used to raise money has been 
a capital levy. Tnrough this capital 
levy, he said, the government haa 
"oecome a partner in every ' busi- 
ness and ownership of propo^^ 
Thus has been set up, he confihu'ed, 
a syr.em of socialism on a property 
basis as contrasted with other types 
of socialism. This, he added, wiQ 
ccntintze during the war althougli 
','an upheaval is possible, but under 
normal conditions of war, Genaany 
should become more and more 
socialist on a property basis." 

Among the methods used for rais» 
ing money to finance the publia 
works program was borrowing th« 
money. But. he went on, sine* 
niar.y of Uie projects were unpro- 
i ductive '.ills mean: tha: soon a time 
■Z3sr.e '.vheTz there would 'ce a lower* 
! leg of u:come and an increase in. 
debt Then it was impossible to con-- 
I tinue the public works without cut- 
1 ting everyone's rations, he said. 
Rather than do Ciis and rather than 
, resort to inflation to which the 
German people are opposed. Pro- 
fessor Bonn added, the Nazi gov- 
ernment' had resort to capital levy. 

Consumption Affected. 

Opening 'ois speech with a dl 
cussion of Germany's resoiurci 
Professor Bonn said that Germany 
has been preparing for an impend- 
ing war for the past few years. 
There has been rationing of avail- 
able materials, thus creating a 
shortage, in order to provide a re- 
serve, he continued. Had this not 
been done, he added, normal eco- 
nomic life would have been pos- 
sible. 

.\11 estimates on the reserves 
needed for a war are based oa, the 
previous war. Professor Bonn con- 
tinued, but that does not seem to 
be Che case in this war. "As far as 
the economics are concerned this, 
will be a long war," he said, pto« 
vided that there are no large seals 
offensives on the Western Fronti 
He pointed out th.it during the last 
war it took seven men behind the 
lines to provide for one man in 
ihe benches. But this entailed a 
large drain on the resources such 
as could not be desired by th« 
present government. 

Role of Russis, 

In the line of providing of raw 
materials for the war, Professor 
Bonn discusW the wle of Russia 
as a source oi materials to Geç> 
many. He mentioned three 
sons why Russia would not supply- 
Germany.) They were (1) many ot 
materials that Russia had earmarlt-« 
ed for export six nionLhs ago ara 
now nox.\ied for the Red .\niiy, (2),

Such 
a method is used when immunising 
«fainst diphtheria and scarlet fever. 
The principle behind all of these 
methods is that these injections en- 
able the body to build up a resist- 
ance to the disease process with-

Treatment of Sjiihills. 
The successful treatment of 
typhilis affecting the nervous sys- 
tem by producing malaria in the 
"patient was first carried out in 
ISn. Since that time this method

«ee a person undergoing malarial 
treatment in the wards of a general 
hospital. The principles underly- 
jne this form of treatment are, first, 
that the high fever resulting from 
a inarlarial chiU is greater than 
the organism causing the syphilis 
can withs'kSnd, and thiii i; tends r.^ 
be killed.
